Lodz, Radian Poland, Scene of Ter­ 


rific Events. 


WAS KAY OF TERROR. 


One Kntimate Placed the Total List 
of Killed and W ounded During 
Friday’* Frightful Fighting 
at Two Thousand. 


Lodz, June 24.—F riday w itnessed the 
m ost terrible rioting. 
W hile It w as not 
known the exact num ber of victim s, 
estim ates placed the killed and w ound­ 
ed then as high as 2000. 
Trouble* her* 
w ere initiated by the Social D em ocrats 
and Jew ish bund, who determ ined to 
avenge their com rades killed In the 
rioting of W ednesday. 
T hursday, the 
feast of corpus C hristi, passed off q u iet­ 
ly, but during the n ight w orkm en a t­ 
tacked patrols. 
In th is fighting tw o of­ 
ficers and seven C ossacks w ere killed. 
One of the latte r was shot by a girl of 
thirteen years. 
At daw n F rid ay com m enced the day 
of terror. 
The city w as given up ta 
bloodshed. 
A narchy and fierce street 
fighting prevailed all day. 
B arricades 


w e r e hurriedly constructed in the Je w ­ 
ish q uarter fit daw n. 
M en clim bed to 
the roofs of houses, cu ttin g telephone 
and telegraph w ires to use for e n ta n ­ 
glem ents In the streets, while others tu t 
dow n telegraph poles and used them in 
strengthening barricades, w hich already 
had been constructed, a n d ’ in building 
others. 
E arly In the day tw o bomb* 
w ere throw n from the crow d Into the 
barracks, killing o f w ounding tw enty 
soldiers. 
T his started the shedding of 
blood, 
w hich 
continued 
u ntil 
a fte r 
nightfall. 
At l l o’clock all factory hands struck 
and flocked into the streets. 
C o ssa c k , 
dragoons 
and 
Infantry charged the i 
dense m ass and surging mobs tim e j 
after time, firing volley 
afte r 
volley 
into the serried m ass. 
The rioters re ­ 
plied w ith revolvers. w’htle com rades on 
roofs and w indows Joined In the fu sil­ 
lade. 
Some dashed vitriol from points 
of advantage upon the troopers in the 
streets below. 
The burning fluid drove 
Its victim s into frenzy and led to scenes 
of a terrible character. 
F ig h tin g con­ 
tinued throughout the day and only d i­ 
m inished In intensity a t nightfall, w hen 
the citv w as plunged into u tte r d a rk ­ 
ness. as practically all street lam ps 
had been destroyed. 
Even then occa­ 
sional volleys 
and 
Isolated rifleshots 
w ere heard in different q u arters, troops 
having received orders to shoot any 
person appearing In th e streets. 
The 
dead w’ere carted off to the cem eteries 
In m ilitary wagons, the troops acttng 
as undertakers. 
Up to S atu rd ay m orn­ 
ing m any dead and w ounded w ere still 
lying in the streets and courtyards. 
T errible indeed is the plight of the 
wounded, for m edical aid Is u n o b tain a­ 
ble alm ost, and m any are dying tor 
lack thereof. 
T here w as renew al of bloodshed S a t­ 
urday m orning. A regim ent of dragoons 
sad one of Infantry had been ordered 
hence from W arsaw . 
Up to noon Saturday, as far as a sc er­ 
tainable, 130 persons w ere e s t i m a t e I 
to have been killed ou trig h t during the 
fighting of F riday and forty-one died in 
hospitals F riday night. 
Of the w ound­ 
ed 320 sustained only slight injuries, 
w hich w ere attended to on the spot by 
am bulance surgeons. 
All hospitals in 
the city are filled t o 'overflowing, and 
ow ing to the Insufficient num ber of 
beds m any wounded persons are lying 
on floors. 
All shops, stores and facto­ 
ries are closed and business is a t a 
com plete deadlock. 
R ioters S atu rd ay m orning attem pted 
H set fire to the governm ent offices, 
» jt w ere scattered by a strong force of 
troops.
